wage rate from the 1940 work 
relief appropriation act caused 
the hours ot some WPA workers 
to be Increased to 130 per month 
and brought on a widespread 
strike of skilled WPA workers. 


Says Work Under Way 


New York, July 10 (*>—Lieut. 


Col. Brehon B. Somervell, local 
WPA administrator, announced 
that work was under way at allv 


WPA construction projects in 
New York city today despite 
American Federation of Labor 
assertions that 90 per cent of the 
jobs would be tied up by protest 
strikes. 


Thomas A. Murray, president 


of the AFL building trades coun- 
cil, claimed 68,000 of the 79,000 
men regularly employed on the 
projects were on strike against 
the relief act provision for a 
minimum of 130 hours work a 
month. 


Disclosures Made 


Washington, July 10 IS1)—The 


WPA pay and hour changes which 
set relief workers to striking by 
the thousands, members of Con- 
gress-disclosed today, were drafted 
at the White House. 


Representatives on the House 


committee which made a long in- 
quiry into WPA say the idea was 
presented to them by Colonel F. 
C. Harrington in testimony on-the 
WPA appropriation bill, and that 
the language of the amendment 
was written at the White House. 


"It is my recommendation that 


persons employed on projects of 
the WPA be required to work 130 
hours per month and that the 
earnings of such persons be on a 
monthly basis," Harrington, the 
WPA chief, told the committee. 


His recommendation was the 


outgrowth of a long WPA study 
on the advisability of abandoning 
the'prevailing hourly rate of pay. 
WPA had trouble trying to ad- 
just, wages and hours under the 
old system. A building construc- 
tion project in Pittsburgh supplies 
an easy example: 


Under the prevailing wage sys- 


tem, to earti the amount per- 
mitted them, bricklayers worked 
48% hours a month, hod carriers 
63% hours and unskilled laborers 
120 hours. Plumbers worked 50 
hours, but their helpers had to 
put in 71% hours. Compressor 
operators did 56% hours, but those 
working with jackhammers work- 
5d 119. 


Requires Bookkeeping 


All of this required a great 


amount of bookkeeping. It took 
almost three relays of bricklayers 
a month to put in the same num- 
Der of hours that the unskilled 
aborers worked. 


Congressmen who wrote the 


.30-hour provision into the relief 
Jill were in hearty accord with 
:he originators. Two particular 
ooints were stressed in their argu- 
ments for it. 


WPA officials felt that the 


monthly wage, and 130 hours of 
work to earn it, would help to 
weed off the payrolls any who 
might not be in actual need of re- 
lef. They argued that those who 
lad any other way of living would 
lot, in general, work that many 
lours for a bare subsistence wage.

radio aerial on the camp of Grant

The lightning came in a brief 


storm accompanied by slight rain

of being hit, but Still remained in 
place.

Albany, July 10 (Special)— 


State Health Commissioner Dr. 
Edward S. Godfrey, Jr., announced 
here today that at least 51 of 68 
communities in 
upstate 
New 


York, including the city of Kings- 
ton, may now feel reasonably free 
from the danger of an outbreak 
of diphtheria. 


This is caused by the fact that 


these 51 communities have re- 
ported as of June 1, that at least 
35 per cent of their children under 
live years of age have been im-. 
munized against 
the 
disease, 


which is the figure generally ac- 
cepted as giving reasonable assur- 
ance of community protection. 


Kingston, as of June 1, 1939, 


has 53 per cent of its children im- 
munized, as compared with the 
June 1, 1938 figure of 54 per cent. 


The highest percentages among 


the 68 communities were report- 
ed from Johnston City, Middle- 
town and Peekskill with each city 
having 95 per cent.

Centered in Vicinity 


The storm seemed to center In

the car. Only the steel top saved 
the occupants from injury. Dep- 
uty Sheriff Brown'who was seat- 
ed in the rear was slightly in- 
jured on the head when a large 
timber crushed in the top of the 
;ar where he was seated. 


Although the wind lasted but a 


moment or two it was of sufficient 
intensity to demolish between 150 
and 200 feet of the long shed. 
The upper end of the shed pro- 
tected by a brick kiln did not col- 
apse and the two cars parked 
here were undamaged.

ivere blown down upon the- -car 
pinning the occupants In the ma- 
cHine. As the weight increased 
the- car began to tip and- the dock 
upon which the car was parked 
started to slide out in the river 
from the weight of the fallen 
timbers.

Ellis, 80, scientist and sociologist 
known for his researches in the 
psychology of sex, died Saturday 
at the village of Hintlesham,* it 
was disclosed today. 


Ellis had retired a year ago to 


the village, near Ipswich in Sus- 
sex 
He had been in ill health in 


recent months but until two 
months, ago had continued his 
prolific writings, all in longhand. 


"Studies in the Psychology of 


Sex," a long series of volumes that 
began in 1897, was the work to 
which Ellis was devoted primarily. 


The white-bearded scholar, 


when he celebrated his 80th birth- 
day last February 2, said he had 
•one to HinUesham to retire but 
had "found it difficult" 
Ellis, whose full name was 
Henry Havelock Ellis, was a 
founder <tf the Fabian Society to 
which George Bernard Shaw be- 
longed ki Us younger yean. 


He had suffered from a throat 
ailment for many years. 
Descended on *oth sides from 
seafarinf families, Ellis spent 
much of lus childhood in travel 


and from 1875 to 1879 taught in 
New South Wales. 


He returned to England and 


qualified for medicine but practic- 
ed only a short time before en- 
gaging in scientific and literary 
work. 


He wrote so many books, he once 


remarked, that he had forgotten 
how many. "I must go on wrH> 
ing, that is my relaxation," he 
said on his last birthday. 


'At the age of seven, Ellis sailed 


around the world and at 16 ac- 
companied his sea-captain father 
to Australia, where he remained 
as a teacher.' 
' 


After giving up medicine, he 


made a life study of sex, tracing 
the effects of heredity and habits 
on crime and insanity, as well as 
the psychology of sex. 
Through much of his life he was. 


unable to get his book! published 
in England and this country 
knew most about his works from 
American publishers. In more re- 
cent years, however, they gained 
widespread acceptance here. 
His "studies in the P. 
V 
of Sex" was banned in 1188 by an 
Old Bailey Jury which decided the 
six volumes were obsoentk

Speaks to Commons

British Prime Minister Cham- 


berlain, outlining in detail his 
government's policy regarding the 
Nazi-desired Free City of Danzig, 
told the House of Commons and 
the world today that an- attempt; 
to

Danzig's 
future 
by 


"unilateral 
action organized by 


surreptitious methods" would 
threaten Poland's independence.*' 


"Since Britaln^ready^Kpledgeil- 


to help maintain Poland's inde- 
pendence with her armed strength, 
Chamberlain's statement 
meant 


that any attempted Nazi coup in 
the free city would bring the 
threat of armed intervention by 
Britain. 


Chamberlain d e f e n d e d the 


status quo in Danzig. "Possible 
improvements" in the set-up there 
might be discussed, he said, but 
"in a clearer atmosphere"—plain 
warning that Britain will not 
favor any negotiations undertaken 
under pressure to win concessions 
not otherwise obtainable. 


Chamberlain took note- of fears 
that it is intended to settle" 
Janzig's future status "by unilat- 
eral action organized by surrepti- 
ious methods," and he said this 
would "at once raise graver issues 
affecting Polish existence and in- 
dependence." Then he recalled 
Britain's pledge to assist Poland 
"in the case of a. clear threat to 
her independence which she con- 
siders it vital to resist with her 
national forces." 


"We Are Firmly Resolved" 
"And we are firmly resolved to 


carry out this undertaking," he 
added. 


In the Free City itself authori- 


ties of the predominantly German 
city drafted a protest for an al- 
leged "violation of the frontier" at 
Liessau by two Polish soldiers and 
a non-commissioned officer. Mean- 
while the Free City was stirred 
by a new and angry controversy 
following a defiant Nazi demand 
for removal of a Polish military 
depot at the mouth of the Vistula 
river. 


Tens of thousands of Danzig 


Nazis in Sunday mass meetings 
cheered their leader, Albert Fors- 
ter, as he made this demand and 
reassured 
his 
confidence 
that 


Fuehrer Hitler would "liberate the 
Free City." 


In Moscow British, French and 


Soviet negotiations last night held 
the longest conversation in many 
weeks on the proposed three-pow- 
er mutual assistance pact.

MOLDLESS BREAD 


Bread has been a prime article of food for 


perhaps 5,000 years, and always, as far as 
anyone knows, it has molded. That is, in 
moist regions. And the moister the weather, 
the more rapid the molding process. This has 
been a handicap except in connection with 
certain cheese-making processes, for which 
bread is used. But at last there is a remedy. 


A Du Pont scientist announced the other 


day in Cambridge, Mass., that the molding 
process in white bread can be delayed under 
the worst summer conditions from two days 
to two weeks. This is done by means of 
propionic acid in salt form, which tends to 
prevent mold growth. 


There is no way of estimating the quantity 


of bread which molds before it is eaten, but 
in this country it doubtless amounts to hun- 
dreds of millions of loaves a year. If the 
bread or rolls can be kept not only moldless 
but fresh-tasting for an average period of a 
week, it should mean an immense saving of 
flour and money. It would also be a great 
convenience not to have to be rushing to the 
bakery all the time for a fresh loaf. It would 
be a blessing to campers especially.

DAY DREAMING 


A SOLDIER ON WAR 


Major General John F. O'Ryan recently 


uttered some pertinent thoughts on the sub- 
ject of war. He said that war was "not a 
"biological necessity any more than a duel." 
It destroyed the fit and left the unfit He 
called it "the greatest of all evils" and re- 
gretted that most people gave it only "emo- 
tional consideration." 


The major general is no pacifist. He be- 


lieves there are times when a nation must 
fight, and that Americans make top soldiers 
when the need arises. He sees that prepared- 
ness is essential. But he does not stop there. 
He'd like to see us prevent development of 
the situation in which war becomes inevi- 
table. 


"We have an affirmative moral obligation 


to create and organize a world police force 
to promote law and order," he says. "We 
have already tackled the social and economic 
problems that confront us and which we be- 
lieve we can solve." He would like to have 
us tackle the problem of war in the same 
scientific, constructive, intelligent way. 


Doesn't the soldier have something there? 


AMERICAN ENGLISH 


Yes, there are two English languages— 


English English and American English. The 
words may be the same but the meaning Is 
different. Here are some common examples 
compiled for the benefit of the Junior Car 
Club of England, now touring this country.

"It is by no moans an uncommon experience for 


most practicing physicians to have a worried moth- 
er consult them as to the reason why her child is 
failing in her school work or failing to show the 
normal liveliness of others of his own age. In many 
of these cases the mother speaks oE "day dream- 
ing" spells. Others will complain that for longer or 
ihorter pcriols the child will sit with a pre-occupied 
manner, often staring vacantly into space and pos- 
sibly grimacing or smiling to himself when lie is 
supposed to be doing some task or supposed to be 
reading or even listening to the radio. When spoken 
to, the child gives a start before answering. The 
child seems to prefer silting alone rather than tak- 
ing part in the activity of other children." 


I am quoting Dr. H. R. Brillinger, Hamilton, in 


an article on 'Day Dreaming' in the Canadian Medi- 
cal Association Journal. 


In its mild form, day dreaming is normal. The 


bright child in the class completes his task and 
while waiting for the others to perform theirs, en- 
gages in day dreaming. The child who is not so 
bright, who has difiiculty with his school task, sits 
and day dreams instead of working at this task. 


Day dreaming in an exaggerated or advanced 


form can be serious and parents, teachers, and phy- 
sicians must be on the alert to get this exaggerated 
form in its early stages. 


Day dreaming is just "imagining," and may act 


as a spur to greater effort. On (he other hand, day 
dreaming where the child imagines he is accom- 
plishing great things or performing great deeds 
really satisfies the child who in real life with other 
youngsters actually has on inferiority complex. 


Sometimes the child's surroundings, or circum- 


stances, give it an inferiority complex and in day 
dreaming it makes up for this in its own mind. 


Sometimes there may be some slight defect in 


hearing, vision, or personal appearance that the 
child tries to overcome by imagining itself to be 
absolutely free of all defects. 


There are some cases where infection—teeth or 


tonsils—is lowering its "fighting" forces. Dr. Brill- 
inger states that day dreaming is normal but it 
readily becomes abnormal, which is a sign of early 
mental illness. When treated early, the results are 
usually very gratifying.

tion of the policy Just announced 
by Thunnan Arnold, uftistut at- 
torney general in charge of anti- 
trust suits. It is that the federal 
government at last will tackle 
building costs both with rttpwt 
to labor and manageoMnt in an 
effort to rid America of rackets, 
price-fixing, monopolies and other 
restraints that for several years 
have held up a construction boom. 
If the Arnold plan of attack is 
carried out impartially and with- 
out regard to political or economic 
pressure groups, it will mean that 
America will have found in a 
system of free competition the an- 
swer to the debates on the "isms" 
of Europe as they relate to a plan- 
ned or controlled economy. 


There have been two schools of 


thought in the last six yean of 
economic disturbance—those who 
have felt' that in a centralized 
government more and more ot the 
activities of the business of Amer- 
ica should be controlled and those 
who have, felt that by removing 
restraints of 
trade 
involving 


fraud, dishonesty and monopoly, 
America would retain her liberties 
and show the world that the com 
petitive system can function. 


But every time the anti-trust 


problem has been tackled, ob- 
stacles have been placed in the 
path of those who favored strict 
enforcement 
Thunnan 
Arnold 


himself 
became zealous about 


ciminal indictments as a means 
of securing respect for the anti- 
trust laws, but the complete eco- 
nomic life of the country together 
with the lack of specific knowl- 
edge on what the laws really re- 
quired made it unfair to use crim- 
inal punishment. 


'Now instead, 
Mr. Arnold is 


supporting the bill recently intro- 
duced by Senator O'Mahoney of 
Wyoming to provide civil penal- 
ties. These, too, will act to some 
extent as a deterrent but there is 
much more to be said for a policy 
of vigorous enforcement by the 
injunction method of existing laws 
than for the introduction of new 
penalties. 


What is vital at the moment is 


that the anti-trust laws should be 
enforced, and Mr. Arnold signifi- 
cantly revealed last week that for 
the first time in history, the anti- 
trust division of the department 
of justice now had adequate staff 
and personnel to do the job. 


Mr. Arnold has made mistakes 


in judgment 
in some of 
his 


speeches and in his policy of con- 
sent decrees on the anti-trust 
problem but certainly nobody in 
recent years has stirred up more 
interest or revealed 
himself 
as 


more genuinely desirous of getting 
free competition going than has 
the assistant attorney general. 
In the hands of a man who be- 
lieves as sincerely in free compe- 
tition as does Thurman Arnold, 
there can be no doubt that a start 
will be made at last to enforce the 
law as it should have been en- 
forced years ago. 


The building industry, 
more- 


over, furnishes an excellent prov- 
ing ground. It has in it more 
ramifications and more real im- 
pediments to progress than any 
other industry that has ever come 
before the department of justice 
for investigation. Mr. Arnold's

the malicious practices which pre- 
vent the people from getting low- 
er building costs may N startling 
to the public but it summarizes 
in tavern- 
what has been goasip 
mental circles— federid, state and 
local— for a generation. 


When some buUding contract- 


ors and some raw material makers 
get together with Jabor unions to 
exclude rival products, when dty 
governments at the behest of 
unions and contractors paw or- 
dinances that prevent th* public 
from getting good plumbing at low 
costs and when all sorts of monop- 
olies are collusively undertaken 
in efforts to gyp the public, then 
'the wonder is that the long arm of 
government has been so king in 
protecting 
the 
people 
against 


these injustices. 


The new attack may touch labor 


as definitely if not more so than 
management, and the administra- 
tion will be put to the test of 
whether the labor vote, here and 
there will cause it to soft-pedal 
the prosecutions. 


There is another side to the pic- 


ture. These efforts to keep but 
competitors and to hold up labor 
costs have had behind them, in 
most instances, no real criminal 
purpose. There are many per- 
sons in the building industry as 
in other lines, of business who feel 
that they can use political govern- 
ment, federal, state and local, to 
insure monopolistic benefits. 
There are states where auto deal- 
ers have combined to get laws 
passed to keep out other dealers 
or to require buyers of cars to 
pay a heavy inspectiqn tax if 
they purchase autos outside the 
state. There are all kinds of 
tariff barriers • within 
America 


camouflaged under inspection laws 
or tax laws. All this proceeds 
from the theory of "isolation" 
which has been preached far and 
wide, as well as from the doctrine 
of protection in our tariff history. 


While, however, there is justifi- 


cation for protecting home indus- 
try against foreign 
competition, 


there is logically no reason why 
the power of state or federal gov- 
ernment should be used to favor 
one geographical division of the 
United States against another or 
the producers of one state as 
against another. 


The anti-trust suit in the build- 


ing industry will run up against 
the 'doctrine that unions and. em- 
ployers in self protection ask for 
and obtain monopolies irrespec- 
tive on other groups .of citizens. 
Unfortunately 
for 
those 
who 


think they need the monopoly, a 
system of free competition prop- 


the 
in- 


crease wages. 
The idea of a 


guaranteed annual wage in the 
building trades, has, for instance, 
long been discussed as a desirable 
way of reducing "building costs" 
but the existence , of rigid levels 
of cost and other restraints of 
trade have prevented any -'prog- , 
ress being made toward meeting 
the consumer demand for lower 
cost housing. The construction 
industry, stimulated naturally, is 
big e,nough to help the nation 
back to recovery. Hence the at- 
tack on barriers to free inter- 
change of services and money by 
removal of artificial impediments 
is a step in the right direction.

Other municipal enterprises was j 
the organization of the lighting j 
company and telephone company j 
which were later taken over by I 
the larger corporations which now | 
operate in the locality.

Later he opened the garage in 
the village which is operated 
under the firm name of A. H.
